Fxeellency is well acquainted with the fact of
the violent seizure of the greater part of the
States of the Church made in June, 1859, and in
the Beptember of the following yvear by the Goy-
ernment now installed at Florence., Equally
matter of notoriety are the solemn reclamations
and protests of the Holy Bee against that sacri-
leglons spolintion; reclamations and protests
made either by allocutions pronouuced in Con-
gigtory and published in due conrse, or else by
notes addressed in the pame of the Soverelgn
Pontift by the undersiguned Cardinal Secretary of
State to the diplomatic body aceredited to the
Holy 8ee.

The invading Government would assuredly
not have foiled to complete Its sacrileglons
spollation if the French Government, well in-
formed as to its ambitlous projects, had not
arrested them by taking under its protection the
city of Rome and the territory gilll remaining
by keoping o garrison there. Bit, as a conse-
quence of certain compaets entered into between
the French Governwent and that of Florence,
compacts by which it was supposed that the
coneervation and tranguillity of the dominions

et left to the Holy See would be secured, the
‘rench troops were withdrawn. These conven-
tione, however, were not respected, and in Sep-
tember, 1867, some irregular bodies of men,
urged forward by secret impulges, threw them-
pelves upon the Pontifical térritory with the

erverse design of eurprising and occapying
me. Then it was that the Freneh troops re-
turned, and, lending a strong-handed sucecor to
our faithful soldiers, who had already fought
encceesfully ngaingt the Invasion, they achieved
on the plain of Mentana the repression of the
audneious invaders, and caused the complete
fuilure of their iniquitous desigos.

Sobeequently, however, the French Govern-
ment haviog withdrawn its troops on the ocea-
sion of thedeclaration of war agalngt Prussia,
did not negleel to remind the Governwent of
Florence of the engagements which it had con-
tracted by the convention specified above, and
to ebtain from that Government the most formal
aseurances on the subject. But the fortune of
war baving been unfavorable to Fravece, the
Government of Florence, taking advantage of
thoge reverses to the prejudice of the agresment
it had entered into, took the disloyal resolution
to send an overpowering army to complete the
gpoliation of the dominfons of the loly Bet;

thongh perfect tranguillity reigned throughout
them in epite of very active instigations made
from without, and in spite of the spontaneous
and coutinual demonstration of fidelity, attach-
ment and filial affection to the august person of
the Holy Father that were made in all parts,
and especially at Rome,

Before perpetrating this last act of terrible in-
justice, the Connt Ponsa di SBan Martino was
sent to Rome as the bearer of a letter writlen by
King Victor Emanuel to the Holy Father.
That letter stated that the Governmeut at  Flor-
ence not being able to restrain the ardor of the
national aspiration nor the agitation of the
‘‘party of action,” a it 18 called, found Itself
forced to oceupy Rome and the territory yet re-
maining annexed to it. Your Excellency can
eusily imagine the profound grief and indig-
nstion which filled the heart of the Holy Father
when this etartling declaration was made to
him. Nevertheless, unshaken in the fuliilent
of hiz sacred duties, and fully trosting in Di-
vine Providence, he resolutely rejecte& every
proposal for accommodation, forasmuch as be 18
bound to precerve intact his sovereign power
a8 It was transmitted to bhim by his predeces-

In view of this fact, which has been brought
to |iuua nnder the eyes of all Europe, and by
which the most sacred prineiples of law and
right, and e?ipeclally thoge of the law of nations,
are trampled under foot, His Holiness has eom-
manded the undersigned Cardinal Becretary of
Btate to remonstrate and protest loudly, and the
undersigned does hercoy, in the gacred name of
His Holiness, remonstrate and protest against
the nuworthy and sacrilegious spolistion of the
dominione of the Holy Bee, which has lately
been brou;:hl. to pnss; and he at the same time
declarcs the King and his Government to be re-
sponeible for all the mischiefs that have resulted
or shall result to the Holy See, and to the sub-
jects of the Pontifienl power, frop that violent
and sacrilegious usurpation.

In conelusion, 1 have the command from his
Hollnesg to declare, and the undersigned does
hereby declare in the apgust name of his Holi-
ness, that such usurpation & devoid of all effect,
is null and invalld, and that it can never convey
any prejodice to the ludisputable and lawiul
rights of dowinion and of possession whether
of the Holy Father himself or of his successors
in perpetully; and although the exercise of
those rights may be foreibly prevented and
hindered, yet his Holiness both knows his
rights, and intends to conserve them latact, and
re-enter at the proper time into thelr actual pos.
seeslon.

In apprlalnﬁ your Excellency officially, by
command of the Holy Father, of the deplorable
event that has just taken pluace, and of the pro-
tesis and remonpstrances which necessarily fol-
low It, in order that your Excellency may be
enabled to bring the whole matter to the \ nowl-
edge ol your Government, the under-lgned
Cardionl Beeretary cherishes the persuasion that

our Government will be pleased to take lonto
ts earnest consideration the interests of the
Supreme Head of the Catholic Chureh, now
and henceforward placed in such cireumstances
that he is upable to exercise his splritoal ao-
thority with that full liberty and entire inde-
pendenee which are indlspansable for it

Having now carrled into effect the commands
of the reme Pontlff, it only remalns that |
subscribe wyself, ete.

A GREAT REBELLION.

The Troublien 'n Novibhwestern
00 Men Engamed.

The war in Europe has been reearded as
exceptional for the great armies engaged on
either side, but n coufliet now ragiog in Asia
hus quite as large armies in the field, though
rcarcely anything is heard of it in this part of
the world. Reliatle advices put the number of
Shen-#l rebels under Ma Ho Loong in the
uorthweetern part of China at 459.000 men, who
are opposed by S00.000 imperialist troops, A
Pekin letter to the Hong Kong Mail says that
the rebels are shut up in an island distriet
formed by the splittiog of the Yellow River in
the extreme northwest of 8hen-si, in Ning Asia-
I'u, They are ehut in on all except the Kansuh
side, whenee they proenre ample aupplies hoth
for themselves and their animals, of which each
man bas two or three. Forelgn arms they obialn
from the western Mahomedan cities, but no
cannon; they are very plucky, and will kill as
long ag they have a Koife. The Imperialists are
expecting a supply of foreign guns and shells to
arrive In Beptember; but they will have little
effect, for though the rebel camp is within
ravge the imperinliet guuners will not be abla
to best down Lhe intrenchments. Li Huong-
Chapg has his headquariers at the eapital of
Shen-gi, 260 miles from the rebels, at which
safe distance he directs the operations of the
imperialiete.  When a fizht takes place Mu-Fu-
Shan always reports another victory., The pack
mules, with grain for the troops, tnke twenty-
gix days to march across Shen-sl. My Inform-
ant started with 300 mules, and had only 70
when he reached his destination, the rest
baving been killed and eaton to plecs out life
by the way. The mules always consume half
their lond of grain on the way. Bapplies for
the troope are drawn from Northern and East-
ern Bhen-sl, Northern Bben-sl is spoken of
as depopulated. Bolitary travellers are killed
and eaten. The troops secure themselves from
o similar fate by going in bands, Those of the
inhabitante who have not been elther killed or
forced into the rebel or imperial hosts have fled
for safety to the charcoal rlm among the hills,
whence Lhey prowl about like wild beasts for
subgistence. My informant expects that the
rebels will bold their island pasition for iwo
vears yet, unless the forelgn gunsecare them
out, which he does not expect. He says they
have all the silver and gold of Kansun and
SBhen-sl with them, melted down into solid
masees (he slze of water kongs.

Rome, Nov. 2.—(Special to N, Y. Herald. | —The
following are the conaitions which were annonnced
by the Itallun Government to tae Pope and the peo-
ile of Rome on the ooccasion of his Majesty King

1ctor Emanunel taking possession of the Holy Cily
by his commanders. The manifesto reads thus:—

In the first place, all palitical and lay anthority of
the Pope and Holy See in 1taly is abolished, and will
remain so,

Becondly, The Pope will be entireiy and completely
free in the exerclse of the ecclesinstical rights which
he now pogsesses ns supreme head of Roman Catho-
licism and the Church,

Thirdly. Hia Holinesg the Pope will continue to
epjoy all the honors and liberties which consatitute
the prerogatives of a soverelgn prince, He will dis-
pose and provide for his court as he has hitherto
done to the present time,

Fourthiy. A territorial immanity will be accorded
to the Holy See, 8o that, being free and fndependent
in this respect, It may, both at home aad abromd,
take care of the Interests of religlon and exercise
the authority of the Church,

Fifthly. All Italian snd foreign prelates; . cardi-

nals, archbishops, bilshops, the members of the
gpiritual assoclations and eccleslastical orders will
enjoy an entire Immunity from civil interférence at
the place of residence of the Supreme Head of the
Church, whether they be snmmoned by the Pope to
attend a councll of the Chureh or for any other re-
liglous rurljifne _
Bixthly. The Holy See will be enabled and per-
mitted to commuunicate freely and tndependently,
beth at home and abroad, with all foreign powers
and the clergy all over the world,

Saventhly., Special postel and telegraph services
will be placed by the I[tallan Government wholly at
the disposal of the Holy See.

Eighithly. The representatives of forelgn powers
atthe Uounrt of the Holy See wilFemjoy the most
vomplete lverly, a8 they do at other soverelgn
Courts,

Ninthiy. Papal legates and envoys will be treated
jost a8 are the ambassadors of foreign sovereigns
at the Itallan Conrt.

Tenthly. The Pope and the Church shall enjoy an
unlimited and anrestrioted liberty of publication of
the place of residence of the Holy See, as llkewise
of all personal, domiciliary and concillary determt-
nations, lo order to avold any conflict between the
State and Chuarch in future.

Eleventhly, 1lis Holiness the I'ure shall enjoy full
liberty to travel, at all times and (n all seasons, in
and out of the country. Italy will regard lini in
this respeot as a foreign lay sovereign, and he shall
be treated and honored as such thronghout the en-
tire territory of the kingdom.

Twelfthly. The royal ap of his l{mlnenf as
well as of the members of his Court, shall be fur-
nished by mdom of Italy, which will also as-
sume the bility of the debts which have been
hitherto contracted in the Ponuitical States,

Thirteenthly, To assure the tranquillity of the
Catholic world and of the other soverelgn Powers,
Italy Is disposed to guarantee the libertles of the

TERRIBLE SUICIDE,
A Germna Kills Blm‘n‘gll.[.wlllle In Bed with his

At about 1 o'clock fhis morning Herman
Bchenlen, n  German cigar-maker, 43
L‘ems of age, residing with his wife Amelin, and

is son Frederick, the latter aged twelve years,
on the firet floor of the tenement house No. 1587
Chrystie strect, committed suoicide by
shooting himself in the mouth
while in bed with his wife. Schenlen
was  reputed to be in good circumstances,
and bore an excellent character in the neighbor-
hood as an indostrious and sober man. Yester-
day morping he had a slight quarrel with his
wife in regard to some money matters, but the
difference was settled amicably during the day,
and in the evening he retired to rest ns usual
with Lis wife, the boy eleeping in an adjoining
room. Atabout one o'clock Mrs, Bchenlen was
awakencd by the report of a pistol ¢loge to her
bead, reéting on the pillow beside her hnsband,
ard felt o warm stream striking her face, The
frightened woman sprang from her bed, and light-
ing a lump, & most horrible eight wasrevealed to
ber gaze. Her husband was Iviog dead on the
bed with a portion of bis skull blown entirely
away and the pillow covered with blood and
brains, A single-barrelled pistol was grasped
in bis right hand, which was elevated at a right
angle to his face and the muzzle of the pistol in
bis mouth. Death must have been almost in-
slavtaneons. No other cause but the dis-
agreement with bis wife can be assigned for the
sulcide.— N. Y. Worid to day.

John Sinnton (**Corry (' Lanus’?).

Y esterday morning, at his residence in Brooklyn,
died genial John Btanton, the “Corry O'Lanus” of
the Brooklyn Fagle, His death was not nnexpected
avd ke Pme-l quietly aud caslly away, like a tired
man glidipg from the toll of the day into sweel
slum ber and happy dreams

John Stanton was born in London November 4,
1522, Atghe agoe of fifteen he came to the United
Rtates, and after engaging in varlous assogiations in
New Jersey became & workman inu fireworks foac-
tory in Willinmsburg, From this new field of labor
ke was, 50 to speak, blown Into lliteratare, perhaps
the only Instance of the kind on record. In 1862 u
terrible explosion oceurred in the bullding, by which
two lives were lost.  Stanton, althoogh much
frightened, was nuharmed, and lost no time o rush-
ing to the clice of the Williamsburg Zimes with a
full report of the disester. This was his frst essay
48 a reporter, but 50 well pleased was the editor of
the paper with the young tyro's work that he at
‘once engaged him as one of his starfd,

Three years later he became an attacke of the
Drooklyn Fagle, and Beld his position on that jour-
nal until his death, with the exception of abont two
years, during which time he was {dentified with the
Brooklyn News, He contributed frequently also to
the Commercial Advertiser, the Sunday Mercury, and
other New York papers.

He nrst wrote as “Corry O'Lanus,” in February,
1864, for the Sunday Mercury, Bhortly alterwards,
however, he gave hils whole time and attention to
the Kagle, and from that day almost ap to the date
of his death the newsboys at the Fualton Farry were
wont every Saturday to announce to the publie the
“Full Account of Corry O'Lanus,” much to thelr
ultimate protit,

A few months ago Mr, Stanton’s health began to
glve way. and the proprietors of the Kagle erously
offered him a furjough. He went to Florida, whence
he gent his usual weekly letter, until becoming con-
vinced that his life was fast cbblog away, he re-
turned home to die,

lie leaves a wife and several children and a large
circle of devoted friends Lo mourn his 10s8,
